ÎIÎTERZSTING DISCOVERY. 


To exercise supervision over 40,- 
000 freight cars is the task assigned 
to one section of clerks of the Mis 
souri Pacific-Iron Mountain force 
in the Equitable building, says the 
St. Louis Chronicle. 
All railroads 
maintain car tracers’ departments 
and the methods are 
practically 
similar. 
All cars bear numbers, and, no 
matter what reference is made to 
the car or its contents, that num 
ber clings to it. 
All stations are 
also designated by numbers. 
The 
telegraph is almost invariably usee 
in keeping a record of the move 
m entof cars between station agents 
and the car service departmen 
clerks, although 
mail correspon­ 
dence sometimes supplement it. 
As each train sti.ps at a station 
to take on or discharge freight the 
agent makes entries and wires the 
numbers to headquarters. 
If a car 
is sidetracked the agent is usually 
permitted to hold it 10 days if he 
feels sure it can be reloaded with 
^new freight in that period. Other­ 
wise, when it has been emptied, he 
sends a notification to St. Louis, 
and the next train gets orders to 
pick up the “ em pty.” 
Thousands of the Missouri P a­ 
cific cars also find their way to con­ 
necting lines, and cars from other 
systems find their way on the Mis­ 
souri Pacific tracks. 
This wander­ 
ing rolling stock entails much extra 
work 
W hen a car is missing the ma­ 
chinery of the tracers’s section is 
put into motion. 
There is a tracer 
to each district and he is constantly 
moving from one yard to another 
to side tracks or junction points on 
trains, handcars or on anything 
that will cai^y him, checking up 
numbers and trying to find the loct 
rolling stock. 
The numbers may 
have been obliterated in a wreck 
or by scratching or the cars may 
have become stranded in the repair 
shops. 
Last week the demand for cars 
became so heavy that the forty-odd 
cars used at unimportant points for 
agents or dispatchers or section 
foremen’s headquarters have been 
ordered put into service and tlie 
occupants have been 
obliged to 
secure what quarters they could 
get in the vicinity.
